VOTING  REGULATIONS. 


Each  County  shares  in  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  its  contributions,  and  the  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE  most  earnestly 
APPEAL  for  DONATIONS  and  SUBSCRIPTIONS,  in  order  that  full  advan¬ 
tage  may  be  taken  of  the  accommodation,  which  the  new  Farm  Colony  increases 
to  750  beds. 

Free  patients  are  periodically  elected  by  the  votes  of  contributors,  and  are 
received  for  seven  years  or  more,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Institution.  Suitable  cases  are  eligible  for  re-election  for  a  further  pe;iod. 

At  every  Election  to  fill  vacancies  for  their  respective  Counties,  Donors  and 
Subscribers  are  entitled  to  one  life-vote  for  every  five  guineas  given  in 
donations,  and  to  art  annual  vote  for  every  half-guinea  subscribed  annually  by 
them  to  the  funds  of  the  Institution.  For  higher  sums  the  votes  increase  in  the 
same  proportion.  Smaller  amounts  are  gratefully  received. 

Every  Secretary  of  a  County  or  Local  Committee,  and  every  Secretary, 
Treasurer  or  District  Receiver  of  a  Ladies’  Association,  receives  two  votes  for 
services  in  such  capacity;  and  each  Collector  of  not  less  than  ios.  6d.  per 
annum  is  entitled  to  one  vote  for  collecting,  and  to  an  additional  vote  for  every 
£2  12s.  6d  collected  annually  in  subscriptions  and  donations. 

Collecting  books  may  be  had  on  application  to  the  Secretary.  Annual 
subscriptions  are  renewable  on  the  first  day  of  January  or  July,  and  continue 
until  their  cessation  is  not  fled  Legacies  are  invested  for  the  permanent  benefit 
of  the  Institution.

THE  ROYAL  ALBERT  INSTITUTION  -  was  established  in'  1864  for  the  care, 
education  and  training  of  the  improvable  Feeble-minded  of  all  classes  belonging 
to  the  Seven  Northern  Counties — Lancashire,  Yorkshire,  Cheshire,  Westmorland, 
Cumberland,  Durham  and  Northumberland.  It  was  erected  and  is  supported  by 
voluntary  contributions,  and  patients  are  admitted  both  free  by  election  and  also, 
WITHOUT  ELECTION,  AT  RATES  VARYING  FROM  25  TO  200  GUINEAS  PER  ANNUM.  Votes 
are  allotted  to  subscribers  and  donors  according  to  the  amount  contributed,  and  there 
are  always  many  election  applicants.  Special  accommodation  is  reserved  for 
PRIVATE  PATIENTS  BOTH  AT  BRUNTON  HOUSE  AND  IN  THE  MAIN  BUILDINGS. 

The  Institution  is  situated  about  a  mile  from  Lancaster  ;  and  the  estate  upon 
which  it  is  erected  consists  of  277  acres  of  excellent  land  in  a  charming  and  salubrious 
situation,  commanding  fine  vie-ws  of  Morecambe  Bay  and  the  mountains  of  the  Lake 
District.  Accommodation  has  been  provided  for  about  750  inmates,  and  the  arrange¬ 
ments  comprise  every  convenience  for  the  specific  treatment  of  the  feeble-minded. 
The  system  of  training  is  designed  to  secure,  by  special  means,  the  physical,  mental 
and  moral  improvement  of  the  patients. 

Besides  the  school  instruction,  training  is  given  in  a  great  variety  of  useful 
occupations.  The  boys  are  taught  tailoring,  shoemaking,  basketmaking,  brushmaking, 
matmaking,  joinery  and  cabinetmaking,  woodcarving,  toymaking,  printing,  book¬ 
binding,  weaving,  cordmaking  and  baking  ;  and  there  are  excellent  means  of  outdoor 
employment  and  training  in  farm  and  garden  work.  The  girls  are  trained  in 
knitting,  sewing,  lacemaking,  hatmaking  cooking  and  other  household  occupations, 
and  in  toy  making  and  laundry  work. 

The  results  of  training  are  shown  by  the  following  statistics :  Since  the  opening 
of  the  Institution  in  December,  1870,  3,723  patients  have  been  admitted,  nearly  all  of 
whom  have  been  considerably  improved,  some  10  per  cent,  having  become  self- 
supporting.  Practically  no  case  leaves  the  Institution  altogether  unimproved. 

Epileptic,  Paralytic,  Tuberculous  and  Insane  Persons  are  not  eligible  for  admission  ; 
nor  those  who  are  incurably  Hydrocephalic.  Blindness  or  Deafness  is  also  a 
disqualification. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  principal  Rules  and  Regulations  : 

Patients. — Two  classes  are  admitted  : 

1.  Free  patients,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fifteen  at  the  date  of  application, 
whose  friends  are  proved  to  be  unable  to  meet  the  lowest  payment. 
They  are  elected  by  the  votes  of  the  Subscribers,  and  are  received  for 
seven  years  or  more,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Institution.  Suitable  cases  are  eligible  for  re  election  for  a  further 
period. 

2.  Paying  patients  admitted  by  the  Central  Committee,  without  election  and 
at  any  time.  The  charges  vary  according  to  the  requirements  and  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  friends  of  applicants,  and  there  is  no  age  restriction. 

Applications  for  Admission. — Applications  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary, 
from  whom  all  necessary  information  may  be  obtained.  The  Central 
Committee  will  institute  inquiries  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  a  reasonable 
probability  of  benefit  from  the  treatment  adopted  in  the  Institution,  and  to 
enable  them  to  decide  the  terms  on  which  the  candidates  ought  to  be 
admitted.  Before  every  Election,  a  list  of  approved  applicants  from  each 
County  will  be  sent  to  the  Subscribers  entitled  to  vote  for  the  admission  of 
patients. 
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Mods  of  Electing  Patients. — Subscribers  have  the  option  of  voting  directly  by 
means  oi  voting  papers,  or  of  transferring  their  votes  to  their  respective 
Local  or  County  Committees.  Canvassing  for  votes  is  prohibited. 

Votes.— Donors  of  five  guineas  have  a  life-vote,  and  Annual  Subscribers  of  half  a 
guinea  an  annual  vote,  for  each  vacancy  due  to  their  respective  Counties.  The 
right  of  voting,  as  regards  higher  sums,  increases  in  the  same  proportion. 

Perpetuation  of  Votes. — At  the  death  of  a  Donor,  a  vote  for  every  ten  guineas 
of  his  gift  is  vested  in  perpetuity  in  the  Committee  of  the  County  to  which  the 
gift  was  originally  made  ;  and  Legacies  confer  the  same  privilege.  This  voting 
power  is  never  to  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  entire  voting  power  belonging  to  the 
Donors  and  Subscribers  in  the  County. 

Government. — The  government  of  the  Institution  is  confided  to  : 

(a)  A  Central  Committee,  which  consists  of  representatives  from  each  of  the 
Local  Committees,  in  addition  to  fifteen  Subscribers  resident  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Lancaster,  elected  at  each  Annual  General  Meeting. 

(5)  County  Committees  constituted  by  the  members  of  the  Central  Committee 
forming  themselves  into  Sub-Committees  for  promoting,  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  Counties,  the  interests  of  the  Institution. 

(c)  Local  Committees  formed  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  and  generally 
promoting  the  interests  of  the  Institution.  Every  Local  Committee  is 
entitled  to  send  one  representative  to  the  Central  Committee,  and  also 
an  additional  representative  for  each  entire  thousand  guineas  in 
donations  after  the  first  thousand  guineas,  and  for  each  entire  fifty 
guineas  in  annual  subscriptions  after  the  first  fifty  guineas,  con¬ 
tributed  in  that  district. 

The  number  of  patients  elected  by  each  County  is  regulated  by  the  amount  of  its 
contributions.  Of  the  734  inmates  now  in  the  Institution,  278  belong  to  Lancashire, 
230  to  Yorkshire,  66  to  Durham,  65  to  Cheshire,  43  to  Cumberland,  21  to  Northumber¬ 
land  and  18  to  Westmorland.  Thirteen  payment  cases  belong  to  counties  not  included 
in  the  Institution  district. 

The  object,  being  one  of  broad  Christian  philanthropy  challenges  the  sym¬ 
pathy  of  all  classes,  and  the  Committee  confidently  appeal  for  help  to  rescue 
the  Feeble-minded  from  physical  deterioration  and  mental  and  moral  darkness.  The 
applications  for  admission  are  both  numerous  and  urgent.  The  Central  Committee, 
therefore,  while  gratefully  acknowledging  the  generous  support  which  they  have 
received  in  the  past,  earnestly  APPEAL  FOR  ADDITIONAL  DONATIONS  AND 
ANNUAL  SUBSCRIPTIONS.  Legacies  are  invested  for  the  permanent  benefit  of 
the  Institution.

ANNUAL  ELECTION  OF  PATIENTS, 

MAY  31st,  igi8. 


An  Election  of  Thirty  Patients  was  held  at  the  Institution 
on  Friday,  May  31st,  1918.  There  were  no  unsuccessful

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ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING  AT  LANCASTER, 

SEPTEMBER  27th,  1918. 


The  ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING  was  held  in  the 
De  Vitre  Hall  of  the  Institution  on  Friday,  September  27th,  1918, 
in  compliance  with  Article  12,  The  Right  Hon.  Lord  Richard 
Cavendish,  C.M.G.  (Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee), 
presided,  and  there  was  a  large  attendance  of  Members  and 
Subscribers. 

The  Minutes  of  the  previous  Annual  General  Meeting,  held 
at  Lancaster  on  October  26th,  1917,  were  confirmed  and  signed. 

The  Chairman  said  that  although  the  past  quinquennial 
period  included  four  years  of  warfare  they  had  reason  to  feel 
satisfied  with  the  progress  made  by  the  Institution  in  every  way. 
Notwithstanding  the  claims  of  war  charities,  the  appeal  he  made 
last  year  had  been  so  well  responded  to,  in  a  spirit  of  inter-city 
rivalry,  that  there  had  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  amount 
of  their  income  from  voluntary  sources.  Bradford,  where 
Mr.  Frederick  Priestman  had  already  obtained  £T,2CO,  had 
subscribed  liberally,  and  it  was  hoped  that  a  similar  appeal 
pending  at  Leeds  might  prove  equally  successful.  It  was  of 
vital  importance  that  the  voluntary  subscriptions  should  be 
maintained  if  the  Institution  v/as  to  fulfil  its  greatest  possibilities 
for  good.  They  had  striven  to  carry  out  the  suggestions  of  the 
Board  of  Control,  and  had  received  a  splendid  report  from  the 
Commissioners  after  their  last  visit.  The  Institution  was 
founded  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  of  the  northern  counties, 
and  to  their  continued  generosity  he  earnestly  appealed, 
especially  in  view  of  the  after-war  extensions  which  were  under 
consideration.

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REPORT 

Presented  to  the  Annual  General  Meeting 

at  Lancaster , 

Friday ,  September  27th ,  1918. 


Fifty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  June  day  of  1868  when 
the  late  Earl  of  Zetland,  with  stately  masonic  ritual 
and  in  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
laid  the  foundation-stone  of  the  Royal  Albert  Institution,  June  i7th,  1868. 
using  for  the  purpose  the  mallet  with  which  King  Charles  II 
performed  a  corresponding  ceremony  at  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral. 

At  the  subsequent  banquet,  the  late  Dr.  de  Vitre  (first  Chair-  Dr.  deVitre. 
man  of  the  Central  Committee),  summarising  what  had  been 
done  up  to  that  time,  said  that  their  scheme  was  at  first 
declared  to  be  visionary  and  impracticable,  but  reminded  the 
company  of  all  that  had  been  accomplished  in  contradiction  of 
that  assertion,  assuring  them  that  “  money  should  and  would  Early 
be  forthcoming  for  carrying  to  a  triumphant  end  the  great  Confidence, 
undertaking  so  nobly  begun  and  so  successfully  proceeded  with 
up  to  the  important  event  they  had  met  to  celebrate.”  I  he 
Reports  issued  by  the  Central  Committee  during  the  past  half- 
century  show  how  fully  this  early  confidence  in  the  success 
of  the  Institution  has  since  been  justified.  In  this  respect, 
their  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Report,  now  submitted  foi 
acceptance  by  members  and  subscribers,  will  be  found  to  be 
no  exception,  but  to  contain  a  record  of  unimpaired  prosperity 
and  of  useful  work  carried  on  efficiently  under  conditions  of 
unprecedented  difficulty. 

In  ordinary  times,  we  should  this  year  hold  the  Quinquennial 
Tenth  Quinquennial  Festival,  but  under  existing  conditions  FestivaL 
the  Committee  feel  that  any  special  celebration  will  not  be 
desired  by  the  subscribers.  X  hey  therefore  offer  this  brief 
explanation  of  the  omission,  and  append  the  following 
summary  of  the  progress  made  during  each  quinquennial

These  particulars  include  the  average  number  of  patients 
during  the  financial  year  preceding  each  Festival,  and  they 
also  show  the  income  on  Maintenance  Account  for  the  same 
period,  leaving  out  legacies  and  any  donations  given  for 
specific  purposes.  Legacies  and  special  donations  fluctuate 
considerably  from  year  to  year,  so  that  their  inclusion  would 
render  comparison  difficult.  It  will  be  seen  that  even  the  four 
years  of  warfare  during  the  past  quinquennial  period  have  not 
arrested  the  progress  of  the  Institution,  although  this  has  been 
mainly  in  the  direction  of  making  the  most  of  resources  already 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee.  Further  expansion  now 
seems  hardly  possible  until  the  restoration  of  peace  enables  the 
Committee  to  carry  out  their  scheme  of  enlargement.

In  their  last  Report,  the  Committee  drew  attention  to 
the  progressive  increase  in  the  average  cost  of  maintenance, 
due  to  advance'  in  prices.  This  increase  has  continued  during 
the  year,  and  has  rendered  necessary  a  further  adjustment  of 
the  charge  for  patients  sent  by  Local  Authorities  and  Boards 
of  Guardians,  but  it  has  not  been  allowed  to  affect  in  any  way 
the  charitable  side  of  the  work.  The  charge  for  patients 
admitted  at  the  reduced  rate  of  payment  remains  at  the  low 
figure  which  has  been  accepted  for  many  years  past,  while 
there  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  system  of  free  admission  by 
election,  except  that  its  scope  has  been  widened  by  the  adoption 
of  the  principle  of  election  for  a  further  period  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  usual  seven  years’  term.  The  Committee 
therefore  appeal  with  confidence  for  the  increased  support 
required  to  carry  the  Institution  safely  through  these  critical 
days,  and  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  additional  expenditure 
forced  upon  them  by  causes  quite  beyond  their  control.  Their 
faith  in  the  continued  generosity  of  their  supporters  is 
strengthened  by  the  success  which  has  attended  special 
canvasses  recently  undertaken  at  Manchester  and  Bradford 
with  the  approval  of  the  respective  Local  Committees.  At 
Bradford,  Mr.  Frederick  Priestman,  a  former  Mayor,  who 
joined  the  Central  Committee  as  a  Bradford  representative 
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more  than  thirty  years  ago,  has  been  chiefly  instrumental  in 
raising  over  £1,200,  but  even  this  large  total  seems 
likely  to  be  considerably  augmented.  Mr.  Priestman,  who 
is  warmly  congratulated  upon  his  success,  obtained  several 
donations  from  other  places,  including  £ 20  from  Mr. 
Joseph  Rowntree,  York,  and  £105  (in  addition*  to  an  annual 
subscription  of  ten  guineas)  from  Messrs.  Reckitt  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  Hull.  A  similar  appeal  is  pending  at  Leeds.  The 
Committee  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  their  indebtedness 
to  Mr.  Priestman  for  his  very  valuable  support;  and  they  are 
also  deeply  indebted  to  Sir  Tootal  Broadhurst  (Chairman  of  the 
Manchester  Committee)  and  Mr.  William  Ivevan  (Treasurer  of 
the  Bolton  Committee)  for  assistance  in  connection  with  similar 
efforts  at  Manchester  and  Bolton,  which  have  so  far  produced 
over  TTl 58  in  new  contributions.  The  Bradford  contributions 
include  generous  subscriptions  of  £25  from  the  Bradford 
Dyers’  Association  and  £20  from  Woolcombers,  Ltd.  A 
special  appeal  to  Co-operative  and  Industrial  Societies,  whose 
liberal  support  deserves  grateful  acknowledgment,  has  recently 
brought  in  an  additional  £4h 

At  the  annual  election  of  patients,  held  at  the  Institu¬ 
tion  on  May  3 1st,  there  were  thirty  candidates,  all  of  whom 
the  Committee  were  able  to  admit.  Altogether  during  the 
past  fifty  years  the  subscribers  have  elected  2,158  inmates,  in 
addition  to  nineteen  who  have  been  retained  for  a  further  term. 

Circumstances  have  rendered  it  advisable  for  the  annual 
general  meeting  to  be  convened  at  Lancaster  for  the  sixth 
consecutive  year.  Last  year’s  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Institution  on  October  26th,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Right 
Hon.  Lord  Richard  Cavendish,  C.M.G.,  who  pointed  out  “  the 
urgent  necessity  of  maintaining  the  voluntary  subscriptions, 
because  it  must  always  be  remembered  that  the  Royal  Albert 
was  in  origin  and  essence  a  charitable  foundation,  and  on  the 
charitable  contributions  of  the  public  they  must  necessarily 
depend  for  the  continuance  of  their  work.  He  appealed  most 
earnestly  to  all  of  them  not  to  let  the  many  drains  upon  their 
resources  interfere  with  their  support  of  the  Royal  Albert, 
because  he  knew  of  no  charitable  Institution  that  more  directly 
conferred  benefit  and  blessing  on  those  for  whom  it  was 
intended,  or  that  indirectly  conferred  more  good  upon  the 
general  community.  He  urged  them  to  make  its  needs  known 
to  their  friends,  and  to  see  to  it  that  this  great  voluntary  work 
was  carried  on  unimpaired  in  the  future.”  Other  speakers

During  the  year,  the  losses  among  the  Honorary 
Officers  and  Collectors  by  death  and  resignation  have  been 
unusually  serious,  and  are  recorded  with  much  regret.  Dealing 

Deaths.  first  with  the  deaths,  the  Committee  have  to  deplore  the  loss 
of  one  of  their  Presidents  in  the  person  of  the  late  Duke  of 
Northumberland,  K.G.,  who  in  that  capacity,  and  also  as 
President  of  the  Northumberland  Committee,  took  great 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Institution  ;  while  in  the  late  Sir 
George  Hare  Philipson  they  have  lost  one  of  their  oldest 
friends,  Sir  George  having  acted  as  Chairman  of  the  North¬ 
umberland  Committee  since  the  year  1880.  The  Committee 
have  also  lost  two  esteemed  colleagues  in  Mr.  C.  Frith-Hudson 
(Milnthorpe)  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Lupton  (Bradford),  and  one  of 
their  keenest  Hon.  Officers  in  Mrs.  G.  Webb,  who  had  for  the 
past  ten  years  acted  as  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Resignations.  Bury  Ladies’  Association.  Turning  to  the  resignations,  the 
Bishop  of  Carlisle  has  relinquished  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
Cumberland  Committee ;  while  the  preferment  of  the  Dean  of 
Durham  to  the  Bishopric  of  Hereford  has  caused  a  similar 
vacancy  in  Durham  County.  The  Lady  Margaret  Percy  has 
retired  from  the  Presidency  of  the  Northumberland  Ladies’ 
Association,  held  by  her  since  the  death  of  the  late  Duchess  ; 
hospital  duties  have  caused  Miss  Ida  C.  Kentish  to  resign  the 
Hon.  Secretaryship  of  the  Cumberland  Ladies’  Association 
after  twenty  years’  service;  and  removal  from  the  district  has 
led  to  the  resignation  of  Miss  Stonedale,  who  ten  years  ago 
became  one  of  the  Hon.  Secretaries  of  the  Manchester  and 
South  Lancashire  Ladies’  Association.  Another  retirement 
noted  with  regret  is  that  of  Mr.  William  Brooke,  who  joined 
the  Central  Committee  in  1894  as  a  Huddersfield  representative. 
Happily  Mr.  Brooke  still  retains  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
Huddersfield  Committee.  The  Committee  regret  that  want  of 
space  compels  this  brief  acknowledgment  of  the  support 
received  from  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  mentioned,  but  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  them  very  cordially  for  their  past 
Appointments,  services.  Vacancies  have  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
the  Wry  Rev,  Wm.  Foxley-Norris  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Elmhirst 
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as  Chairman  and  Hon.  Secretary  respectively  of  the  York 
Committee,  of  Mr.  R.  G.  E,  Mortimer  as  Chairman  of  the 
Northumberland  Committee,  and  of  Mr,  F,  P.  Dixon  as 
Chairman  of  the  Cumberland  Committee.  The  Dean  of  York 
and  Mr.  Elmhirst  join  the  Central  Committee,  of  which  Mr. 
Mortimer  and  Mr,  Dixon  were  already  members,  and  the 
Committee  has  also  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  Mr. 
G,  B.  Bainbridge  (Newcastle)  and  Mr,  Eustace  Browning 
(Leeds).  Miss  Macray  has  been  appointed  Hon.  Secretary  of 
the  Cumberland  Ladies’  Association,  Miss  Webb  Hon. 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Bury  Association,  and  Mrs. 
Ashby  becomes  one  of  the  Hon,  Secretaries  of  the  Manchester 
and  South  Lancashire  Association,  Later  appointments,  which 
the  Committee  also  announce  with  pleasure,  are  those  of 
the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Northumberland  as  Presidents 
respectively  of  the  Northumberland  Committee  and  the 
Northumberland  Ladies’  Association.  His  Grace  has  also 
consented  to  act  as  a  President  of  the  Institution.

Cordial  thanks  are  again  given  to  the  members  of  the 
various  Ladies’  Associations  for  the  courage  with  which 
they  continue  to  meet  the  special  difficulties  of  the  times. 
By  their  zeal  and  energy  they  are.  helping  to  carry  the 
Institution  safely  through  an  anxious  period..  The  past  year’s 
collection  of  £2,506  compares  favourably  with  the  previous 
year’s  total  of  7)2,450,  but  it  includes  7)174  received  after  the 
30th  of  June,  when  the  financial  year  closed.  Under  present 
conditions,  it  is  apparently  impossible  for  many  ladies  to 
complete  their  collections  within  the  proper  period,  but  these 
belated  contributions  are  included  in  the  appended  table, 
although  they  do  not  come  into  the  past  year’s  accounts.  It 
will  be  seen  that  Cheshire,  Liverpool,  Bradford,  Leeds, 
Lancaster,  Southport,  Blackburn,  Preston,  Sheffield  and  South 
Yorkshire  all  show  improved  returns,  the  increases  in  several 
instances  being  due  to  the  enthusiasm  of  individual  collectors. 
Miss  Rayner  (Brighouse),  assisted  by  bliss  Thomson, 
continues  to  head  the  list  with  the  splendid  total  of  £95  ;  bliss 
Thomson  has  also  renewed  for  Lady  Cresswell  Gray  the  West 
Hartlepool  collection  of  7)36;  and  £25  has  been  credited  to 
Mrs.  Blackett-Ord  (Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Northumberland 
Association).  Referring  to  other  large  amounts,  Lady 
Priestley  (Bradford)  has  collected  £52,  Mr.  Mortimer 
(Cleckheaton)  £56,  Mrs.  Ellison  (Li  verpool)  TT34,  and  Miss 
Thomson  (Huddersfield)  7)33;  Misses  Coutts  (Windermere), 
Miss  Laing  (Newcastle),  Miss  Crossley  (Hebden  Bridge), 
Mrs.  Greenwood  (Todmorden),  Mrs.  Ramsay  (Blackburn), 
Mrs.  Duncan  (Otley)  and  Mrs.  Walford  (Bromborough)  have 
sent  in  from  £20  to  £50  each  ;  while  bliss  Bleackley 
(Altrincham),  Miss  Cameron  Mawson  (Gateshead),  bliss 
Macfie  (Chester),  Mrs.  Leigh  (Worsley),  Miss  King  (Oxton), 
Miss  Stonedale  (Manchester),  Miss  Bartlett  (Liverpool),  Mrs. 
Swallow  (Huddersfield)  and  bliss  Middleton  (Newcastle)  have 
each  obtained  from  7)15  to  7)20,  In  last  year’s  subscription 
lists,  the  total  amount  obtained  by  each  collector  from  the 
beginning  was  shown  for  the  first  time,  and  this  innovation 
has  met  with  general  approval.  Any  errors  or  omissions 
should  be  notified,  so  that  corrections  may  be  made.

Control.  visits  during  the  year,  and  their  Reports,  dated  November  9th, 
1917,  and  March  8th,  1918,  will  be  found  on  later  pages. 
The  second  of  these  Reports  refers  with  approval  to  the 
increase  in  the  manual  occupations  included  in  the  school 
curriculum,  and  to  the  increase  of  useful  employment  given  to 
patients  over  16  years  of  age  in  a  variety  of  ways  and  in  an 
additional  number  of  industrial  classes.  Owing  to  the  shortage 
of  staff,  the  difficulty  of  carrying  out  these  changes  has  been 
very  considerable. 


Knowing  the  extraordinary  perplexities  and  troubles 
which  smaller  households  have  to  meet  in  this  difficult  war 
time,  the  Committee  realise  the  anxieties  which  are  falling  day 
by  day  on  the  management  of  an  Institution  containing  in  all 
about  900  persons.  They  are  glad  to  know  that  notwithstand¬ 
ing  these  difficulties  efficiency  has  been  maintained  in  all 
Medical  essentials.  For  this  they  desire  to  acknowledge  their 
SUandnstaffent  indebtedness  to  the  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  Coupland, 
and  to  the  officers  and  staff  who  are  giving  him  a  loyal 
support.

The  reports  of  the  Visiting  Commissioners  are  appended, 
and  the  matters  dealt  with  therein  have  had  your  close 
consideration.  The  proposed  scheme  of  enlargement  has 
undergone  revision  and  has  progressed  in  detail  ;  further  points 
in  connection  with  it  have  been  mentioned  to  the  Commissioners 
at  their  visits. 

The  further  reduction  in  the  staff  resulting  from  military 
demands,  etc.,  has  led  to  frequent  alteration  of  the  routine,  but 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  up  as  far  as  possible  the 
usual  standard  of  efficiency,  notwithstanding  the  war  difficulties. 
The  heads  of  departments  have  loyally  and  whole-heartedly 
supported  all  endeavours  to  maintain  the  training  of  the 
patients  and  their  welfare. 

In  connection  with  the  Roll  of  Honour,  the  name  of 
William  Eccles  has  to  be  added  to  the  list  of  those  who  have 
given  up  their  lives  in  the  King’s  service.  It  is  pleasing  to 
record  that  Attendants  Wm.  Physick  and  Chas.  Kittson,  who 
left  for  army  service,  have  returned  to  duty,  although  it  is  to 
be  regretted  that  they  still  feel  the  effects  of  their  injuries. 

Further  progress  in  the  toy-making  classes  has  been 
accomplished,  and  in  connection  with  the  industrial  occupa¬ 
tions  among  the  girls  a  soft  slipper-making  class  is  the  new 
feature  to  be  recorded  this  year.  In  the  Senior  Boys’  School, 
the  making  of  nets  for  use  in  the  garden  has  been  continued. 
Much  use  has  been  made  of  the  help  of  patients,  and  classes 
and  even  departments  have  had  to  depend  to  a  considerable 
extent  on  their  direction. 

The  removal  of  patients  over  16  from  the  school  registers 
caused  much  alteration  in  the  routine,  but  the  change  has  been 
carried  out  smoothly.  The  continued  development  of  the 
low-grade  work  in  the  classes  in  the  Winmarleigh  Hall  school¬ 
room  reflects  great  credit  on  Miss  Janet  Hunter,  the  assistant- 
mistress  responsible  for  the  syllabus  and  the  immediate 
direction  of  the  work.  In  leaving  for  fresh  work  at  Henshaw’s 
Blind  School,  Manchester,  next  month,  she  will  take  with  her 
my  best  wishes  for  her  welfare,  and  the  good  feeling  of  the 
staff  with  whom  she  has  come  in  contact.  Further  advances 
in  the  matter  of  play-games  and  Eurhythmic  exercises  testify 
to  the  desire  of  the  teaching  staff  to  keep  abreast  of  modern 
views  in  this  direction.  Two  members  of  the  staff  again 
attended  the  Summer  School,  which  was  held  this  year  at 
Feeds  and  was  a  well-organised  three  weeks’  course. 


The  purchase  of  Whinney  Carr  Farm,  some  60  acres  in 
extent,  has  clearly  shown  the  wisdom  of  adding  to  the  Institu¬ 
tion  acreage,  and  the  Farm  Bailiff  has  quite  vindicated  his 
treatment  of  this  land  by  the  crops  already  grown. 
Arrangements  have  already  been  completed  for  an  adequate 
water  supply  to  this  portion  of  the  estate.  In  order  to  cope 
with  the  extra  work  entailed  in  milking,  owing  to  depletion  of 
labour,  a  Hinman  milker  has  been  installed.  This  is  supplied 
to  three  20-stall  shippons  and  is  worked  by  electric  power.  It 
has  during  the  past  nine  months  fully  proved  its  utility  and 
justified  the  expenditure.  Permission  was  obtained  for  the 
continued  use  of  the  slaughterhouse,  so  that  animals  required 
for  Institution  supply  are  dealt  with  on  the  premises  and  not 
sent  into  the  town. 

The  general  health  remains  on  the  whole  satisfactory, 
although  individual  patients  have  lost  weight  and  have  needed 
special  observation  for  this  reason.  The  recent  food-rationing 
order  issued  by  the  Board  of  Control,  which  allows  increased 
quantities  of  the  chief  dietary  essentials,  should  do  much  to 
counteract  this  falling  off  in  the  weight  standard.  The 
prevailing  epidemic  of  infectious  catarrh,  commonly  designated 
“  Spanish  flu,”  has  visited  the  Institution,  both  staff  and 
numerous  patients  having  suffered.  Some  fatal  cases  of 
pneumonia  occurring  among  the  patients,  and  associated  with 
this  outbreak,  will  have  to  be  included  in  the  mortality  figures 
for  next  year’s  Report.  Enquiries  from  others  having  the  care  of 
defectives  have  shown  that  it  has  been  considered  that  the  fifty 
years’  experience  of  this  Institution  forms  a  useful  basis  for 
helpful  advice  in  dietetic  as  also  in  other  administrative  matters. 

Personally,  I  have  again  to  thank  the  Central  Committee 
for  their  consideration  and  unvarying  support,  without  which 
I  could  not  have  carried  out  effectively  the  work  of  the  year. 
The  help  most  ungrudgingly  given  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Welch,  the 
local  Vice-Chairman,  has  enabled  the  difficulties  so  frequently 
and  suddenly  arising  to  be  overcome,  thus  conserving  the 
standard  of  efficiency  for  which  the  Institution  has  so  wide  a 
reputation.

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AUDITOR’S  REPORT. 


Lancaster,  isth  September,  1918. 

In  accordance  with  the  appointment  of  the  last  Annual 
Meeting,  I  have  made  a  careful  audit  of  the  Books  of  Account 
of  the  Royal  Albert  Institution  for  the  past  year.  Vouchers  for 
all  payments  have  been  produced  to  me,  and  I  have  pleasure  in 
certifying  that  the  Annual  Statements  contain  a  complete 
summary  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the  year  as  shown  in 
the  books.  I  certify  that  all  my  requirements  as  Auditor  have 
been  complied  with. 

In  Maintenance  Account,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  increases 
in  donations,  annual  subscriptions  and  payments  for  patients. 
Interest  on  invested  funds  is  also  higher.  The  value  of  farm 
produce  shows  an  increase,  but  farm  expenses  have  also  risen. 
In  general  expenditure,  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  a  substantial 
advance  in  the  cost  of  salaries  and  wages,  provisions,  coal, 
clothing  and  maintenance  sundries,  but  by  careful  management 
some  savings  have  been  effected  in  other  items. 

Sustentation  Fund  Account  has  received  in  legacies 
£2,495  is.  4d.  A  holding  of  £2,500  South  Australian 
Government  4  °/o  Stock  has  been  repaid.  A  sum  of  £1,500  has 
been  invested  in  National  War  Bonds,  and  additional  land  has 
been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  £5,120. 

On  Estate  and  Buildings  Improvement  Account,  a  sum  of 
£428  18s.  3d.  has  been  expended,  chiefly  on  additions  to  the 
farm  machinery. 

The  deeds  and  certificates  representing  the  Sustentation 
Fund  investments  have  been  exhibited  to  me,  and  are  all  in 
proper  order.

REPORTS  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  CONTROL. 


We  have  yesterday  and  to-day  made  our  second  visit  during  the 
current  year  to  this  Institution. 

We  paid  special  attention  to  the  points  raised  in  our  former  reports, 
and  to  those  in  our  letter  to  the  Vice-Chairman.  On  the  whole  we 
consider  that  distinct  progress  has  been  made  in  the  right  direction,  both 
in  the  school  departments  and  in  thS  development  of  the  industrial  work, 
but  we  would  again  call  attention  to  certain  points  which  wre  feel  have 
not  as  yet  received  sufficient  consideration,  and  which,  we  hope,  especially 
after  our  discussion  with  the  Medical  Superintendent,  will  be  thoroughly 
and  sympathetically  examined  at  an  early  date. 

The  first,  and  perhaps  most  important,  is  the  question  of  retaining  in 
the  school  a  considerable  number  of  male  and  female  patients  over  the 
age  of  16  years.  The  considered  opinion  of  the  Board  is  that  children 
over  16  years  of  age  should  not  (with  certain  rare  exceptions)  be  taught 
in  the  same  department  as  children  under  that  age. 

We  think  that  the  reasons  for  this  separation  are  sufficiently  obvious, 
but  we  may  mention  among  others  that  the  school  staff  become 
overtaxed  by  the  presence  of  adults,  and  cannot  adequately  perform  the 
duties  for  which  they  are  engaged  and  qualified— namely,  the  instruction 
of  the  younger  pupils.  Again,  the  same  curriculum  is  not  suitable  for 
both,  as  the  elder  patients  should  participate  in  the  necessary  domestic 
and  industrial  work  of  the  Colony.  Further,  the  presence  of  so  many 
adults  leads  to  overcrowding  in  the  schools  and  to  faulty  classification. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  in  the  school  classes  (excluding  the  school 
in  the  Lower  Winmarleigh)  over  50  patients  of  16  years  of  age  and 
upwards. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  resulting  faulty  classification  we  find  on 
the  girls’  side — 

Testing  Class  ...  34  (much  overcrowded). 

Oral  Class  ...  19  (12  over  16). 

Class  2  (3  R’s). .  ...  23  (8  over  16). 
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It  is  of  special  importance  that  the  testing  class  should  not  be 
overcrowded,  in  order  that  each  child.  should  receive  individual  attention. 
If  the  adults  were  removed  from  the  other  two  classes,  the  most  promising 
children  in  the  testing  class  could  be  promoted  to  class  2,  while  others 
could  with  advantage  be  placed  in  the  oral  class,  thus  securing  a 
satisfactory  school  classification.  The  same  defects  are  apparent  on  the 
boys’  side. 

Another  point  which  we  consider  eminently  desirable  is  that  all 
adult  female  industrial  workers  should  be  placed  under  the  charge  of  the 
Matron.  We  discussed  this  at  some  length  with  Dr.  Coupland,  and 
suggested  to  him  that,  as  a  beginning,  it  would  be  advisable  to  move 
the  machine  knitters  and  soft  toy  makers  from  the  schoolroom  they  at 
present  occupy  to  the  bay  on  the  first  floor.  This  would  have  the 
advantage  of  restoring  the  schoolroom  to  its  proper  use,  and  would 
follow  the  precedent  of  the  sewing  class,  where  the  girls  are  making  such 
good  progress  and  are  already  under  the  charge  of  the  Matron.  Dr. 
Coupland  appeared  to  agree  with  us  that  this  would  be  a  move  in  the 
right  direction. 

We  spent  a  considerable  time  in  the  Lower  Winmarleigh  School,  and 
•were  much  pleased  with  the  classification  and  with  the  methods  of 
teaching  adopted.  The  Head  Teacher  exercises  considerable  control,  and 
is  able  to  attract  and  maintain  the  interest  and  attention  of  the  children, 
even  though  they  are  of  a  very  low  grade  and  would  by  many  be 
considered  unteachable. 

We  were  glad  to  see  that  preparatory  industrial  classes  have  been 
started  as  part  of  the  school  curriculum.  We  trust  that  these  will  in  the 
future  lead  to  a  large  number  of  patients  being  ready  to  commence  real 
industrial  or  domestic  work  when  the  time  comes  for  them  to  leave 
school.  The  laundry  school  class  needs  further  development,  and  should 
be  held  every  day,  if  possible. 

Another  improvement  will  be  the  use  of  a  room  in  the  reception 
block  for  a  tailoring  class, 

Care  should  be  taken  not  to  keep  the  same  boys  at  boot  cleaning  for 
too  long  a  period  without  a  change  of  occupation. 

Very  considerable  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  obtaining  an 
adequate  staff  on  the  male  side,  and  we  suggested  to  Dr.  Coupland  that 
he  should  endeavour  to  overcome  this  by  transferring  some  of  the  female 
nurses  to  this  side,  and  placing  them  in  charge  of  one  section  of  the 
building.  We  are  fully  aware,  from  previous  experience  elsewhere,  of 
the  opposition  which  this  change  might  meet  with,  but  we  are  sure  that 
the  success  which  the  experiment  has  met  with  in  so  many  Institutions 
would  justify  him  in  doing  his  utmost  to  bring  it  about. 

The  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good,  they  are  obviously  happy, 
and  we  are  satisfied  that  they  are  being  most  .kindly  and  carefully 
looked  after.

Since  we  last  visited  in  November,  1917,  nine  males  and  six  females 
have  been  admitted,  and  seven  males  have  died,  all  from  natural  causes. 
To-day  there  were  on  the  books  the  names  of  740  patients,  490  males  and 
250  females,  and  all  were  in  residence,  except  one  male  and  two  female 
patients,  who  were  absent  on  leave. 
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We  spent  yesterday  afternoon  and  the  whole  of  to-day  in  visiting  the 
various  branches  of  the  Institution,  including  .the  outlying  buildings, 
and  can  report  that,  as  is  always  the  case,  the  whole  of  the  Institution 
was  in  excellent  order,  and  the  excellent  arrangements  for  the  general 
comfort  and  welfare  of  the  patients  are  being  well  maintained. 

We  again  paid  especial  attention  to  various  «points  with  which  we 
dealt  at  our  last  and  previous  visits,  the  principal  ones  of  which  were 
as  follows : 

1.  The  question  of  retaining  in  the  school  patients  over  16  years  of  age. 

We  were  very  glad  to  find  that  our  suggestions  have  been  entirely 
carried  out,  with,  w^e  consider,  not  only  great  benefit  to  the  patients  who 
have  left  the  school  and  are  now  being  employed  in  various  occupations 
in  the  workshops,  but  also  to  the  staff  of  teachers  in  the  school  and  the 
patients  under  them,  who  are  now  receiving  far  more  individual  attention 
than  they  could  possibly  get  before.  It  has  also  resulted  in  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  classification  and  teaching  in  the  school. 

2.  The  question  of  placing  all  female  industrial  workers  under  the 

Matron. 

All  these  workers,  largely  added  to  in  numbers  by  the  withdrawal  of 
all  over  16  from  the  school,  are  now  under  the  Matron,  and  we  were  most 
pleased  and  surprised  to  learn  of  the  very  great  progress  that  has  been 
made  by  her  in  the  short  time  since  our  last  visit.  She  has  now  132  girls 
working  in  this  department,  excluding  the  houseworkers.  Twenty-two 
work  in  the  laundry,  28  at  toy-making  and  knitting,  16  in  the  needleroom, 
8  in  lace-making,  8  at  basket-making,  5  in  making  cloth  slippers,  one  at 
rug-making,  and  45  in  more  elementary  work  in  the  industrial  room. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  us  to  see  so  many  busily  employed  in  such 
a  variety  of  ways,  and  we  have  no  doubt,  from  the  interest  shewn  in  their 
work  by  the  girls,  that  it  is  a  real  pleasure  to  them  and  that  it  is  having 
a  brightening  effect  on  their  lives. 

We  heartily  congratulate  the  Matron  and  all  her  staff  on  their  initial 
success,  and  we  look  forward  confidently  to  further  developments  in  the 
future. 

3.  Industrial  classes  as  part  of  the  school  curriculum. 

These  classes  have  been  started  for  some  time,  but  lately  have  been 
largely  increased  and  are  proving  very  successful. 

4.  A  change  of  occupation  for  those  engaged  in  boot-cleaning. 

This  has  been  carried  out. 

5.  The  question  of  employing  female  nurses  on  the  male  side. 

This  has  been  thoroughly  considered  and  a  scheme  has  been  worked 
out  and  will  be  put  into  operation  when  additional  and  suitable  nurses 
can  be  engaged. 

We  should  like  to  mention  various  other  matters  which  showed  us 
that  a  very  special  effort  is  being  made  by  Dr.  Coupland  and  his  staff  to 
improve  this  valuable  Institution  in  every  possible  way  and  to  bring  into 
use  every  new  method  of  dealing  with  the  feeble-minded,  but  we  must 
content  ourselves  with  expressing  our  great  gratification  with  the  way  in 
which  our  suggestions  have  been  received,  and  with  the  efforts  that  are 
being  made  to  make  them  successful. 

We  had  the  great  advantage  of  seeing  Mr.  Welch,  the  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  and  discussing  various  matters  with  him.

Annual  General  Meeting,  Lancaster,  September  27TH,  1918. 


chairman’s  review  of  progress. 

The  Right  Hon.  Lord  Richard  Cavendish,  C.M.G.,  reviewed  the 
remarkable  progress  made  by  the  Institution  during  the  fifty  years  of  its 
existence,  and  said  that  under  happier  conditions  they  would  that  day 
have  been  celebrating  the  tenth  quinquennial  festival.  When  they 
contrasted  the  small  beginnings  with  the  huge  dimensions  of  their 
present  work,  he  thought  they  had  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  what 
had  so  far  been  accomplished,  including  the  progress  made  during  the 
past  quinquennial  period.  There  was  no  prospect  of  any  diminution  in 
the  need  for  such  Institutions  as  the  Royal  Albert  ;  medical  science, 
indeed,  indicated  that  further  provision  for  the  mentally-deficient  wTas 
urgently  required.  From  this  point  of  view,  it  was  satisfactory  to  note 
the  progressive  increase  in  the  average  number  of  patients  under  their 
care.  The  war  had  prevented  the  country  from  reaping  the  full  benefit 
of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  but  he  thought  the  Board  of  Control  had 
already  fully  justified  its  formation,  with  the  result  that  systematic 
attention  was  now  being  given  to  one  of  the  most  terrible  scourges  of 
civilisation.  He  was  proud  to  say  that  the  earnest  appeal  he  made  a  • 
year  ago  had  been  responded  to  most  generously  ;  in  fact,  not  with-  • 
standing  the  enormous  number  of  wrar  charities,  which  naturally  came 
foremost  in  their  thoughts  at  the  present  time,  there  had  actually  been  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  income  derived  by  the  Institution  from 
voluntary  sources.  He  hoped  they  would  not  think  him  unreasonable  if 
he  asked  them  not  to  rest  content  with  this  increase  but  to  continue  the 
advance  during  the  current  year,  because  he  could  assure  them  that  the 
need  for  maintaining  the  voluntary  character  of  the  Institution  was  still 
as  great  and  urgent  as  it  had  ever  been  during  the  whole  period  of  its 
existence.  Llpon  the  preservation  of  the  charitable  nature  of  their  work 
depended  possibilities  of  future  development  and  increased  scope  for  good 
and  useful  service,  and  therefore,  while  thanking  them  for  past  generosity, 
he  urged  them  not  for  one  moment  to  allow  their  present  liberality  to  be 
curtailed.  There  were  very  gratifying  signs  of  increased  interest  in 
various  districts  within  the  associated  area.  At  Bradford,  Mr.  Frederick 
Priestman  had  beaten  Liverpool’s  record  by  raising  over  1,200  guineas  as 
the  result  of  a  special  appeal,  but  the  Chairman  of  the  Liverpool 
Committee  (Mr.  Killey)  had  assured  them  that  Liverpool  would  hardly  be 
content  with  this  position  and  wrould  try  to  regain  the  lead  from 
Bradford.  This  friendly  rivalry  ought  by  all  means  to  be  encouraged. 
During  the  year,  death  had  unfortunately  claimed  some  of  their  most 
active  supporters,  including  the  Duke  of  Northumberland  and  Sir  George 
Philipson.  He  was  glad  to  say  the  new  Duke  had  become  one  of  their 
Presidents  in  succession  to  his  father,  while  other  vacancies  had  also  been 
happily  filled.  Referring  to  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  Institution, 
they  could  congratulate  themselves  on  having  received  a  more  satis¬ 
factory  report  from  the  Board  of  Control  than  they  had  ever  had  before. 

So  pleased  were  the  Board  with  the  result  of  their  last  inspection  that 
they  had  hardly  any  suggestions  to  make  for  further  improvement.  It 
was  very  gratifying  to  receive  such  a  report  from  those  officially 
appointed  to  look  after  Institutions  like  the  Royal  Albert.  About  a  year 
ago  the  Board  had  various  suggestions  to  make,  but  these  at  once 
received  the  attention  of  the  Central  Committee,  whose  prompt  action 
showed  that  they  were  fully  alive  to  the  necessity  of  keeping  pace 
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with  any  changes  or  developments  in  the  treatment  of  defectives  such  as 
those  under  their  care.  Lord  Richard  spoke  highly  of  the  work  of 
Dr.  Coupland,  Mr.  Keir  and  the  office  staff,  the  Matron,  the  nurses  and 
attendants,  and  the  members  of  the  staff  generally,  and  thanked  them 
for  the  loyalty  with  which  they  had  worked  together  to  overcome  the 
difficulties  resulting  from  the  depletion  of  their  numbers  through  the 
demands  of  national  service  during  the  past  few  strenuous  years.  He  was 
also  deeply  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Central  Committee  for*  their 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Institution  during  a  period  of  great 
anxiety,  and  he  could  thank  them  the  more  disinterestedly  because  he 
himself  had  had  little  opportunity  of  attending  their  meetings  during  the 
year.  From  the  Committee,  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  the 
Secretary,  and  the  members  of  the  staff,  they  had  during  the  year  had  a 
remarkable  amount  of  keen  and  zealous  work,  which  had  more  than 
made  up  for  the  difficulties  caused  by  the  demands  of  military  service. 
He  commended  the  work  of  the  Institution  to  their  favourable  notice, 
and  asked  for  continued  and  additional  support  not  only  from  those 
present  at  that  meeting  but  from  those  resident  in  distant  parts  of  the 
associated  area.  They  needed  the  encouragement,  and  the  moral  and 
practical  support,  of  the  whole  of  the  seven  northern  counties  for  whose 
benefit  the  Institution  was  founded  and  had  ever  since  been  maintained. 

ADOPTION  OF  THE  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Mr.  G.  D.  Killey  (Vice-Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee),  in 
proposing  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Report,  made  a  strong  appeal  for 
increased  support  in  view  of  the  special  difficulties  of  the  times.  He  said 
that  subscribers  could  loo*k  upon  the  year’s  record  with  feelings  of 
profound  satisfaction.  In  every  department  progress  was  recorded,  but 
they  could  better  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  the  work  when  they 
remembered  that  over  seven  hundred  patients  had  to  be  fed  and  cared  for. 
A  great  heritage  had  been  handed  down  to  them  by  the  pioneers  of  the 
Institution,  and  they  were  determined  to  maintain  and  develop  that 
magnificent  work.  It  would  not  lose  its  philanthropic  character,  but 
after  the  war,  when  extension  became  possible,  they  must  be  able  to 
show  that  they  could  secure  the  capital  amount  required  for  outlay  and 
the  increased  income  needed  for  maintenance.  They  could  not  value  too 
highly  the  labours  of  the  Lancaster  Committee.  It  would  be  invidious 
to  mention  particular  names,  but  he  could  not  refrain  from  saying  that 
they  were  tremendously  indebted  to  Mr.  Welch,  his  colleague  in  the 
Vice-Chairmanship.  This  was  Mr.  Welch’s  bit  of  war  work,  and  to  him 
and  other  regular  attenders  at  the  meetings  of  the  various  Committees 
they  owed  a  great  debt  of  gratitude. 

Mr.  W.  G.  Welch  (Vice-Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee),  in 
seconding,  gave  interesting  details  of  the  educational  and  industrial 
work  and  of  the  particular  training  given  to  patients  of  varying  ages  and 
different  grades,  and  said  the  children  were  not  slow  to  appreciate 
that  the  welfare  of  the  inmates  was  the  sole  aim  of  the  Institution. 
Until  ten  years  ago,  when  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Feeble-minded 
issued  its  memorable  Report,  few  people  realised  the  seriousness  of  the 
problem  with  which  the  Institution  had  now  been  grappling  for  fifty 
years  past.  Their  aim  was  to  provide  a  Home  in  which  feeble-minded 
persons  could  live  happy  and  useful  lives,  doing  work  which  was  of  real 
benefit  to  the  community,  and  also  to  shield  them  from  the  moral 
dangers  which  would  surround  them  in  the  outside  world,  thus  preventing 
the  propagation  of  their  defect.  Notwithstanding  the  great  difficulties  of 
the  times,  efficiency  had  been  maintained  in  all  essentials,  while  in  the 
development  of  their  industrial  classes  there  had  been  marked  progress. 
They  had  again  to  thank  Mrs.  Pinsent  for  her  generous  help  in  the 
training  of  teachers  for  the  special  work  of  the  Institution.
